MEASLES, 

EASLES is another disease of th 
springtime. The number of cases 
M throughout the country can be 
expected to increase slowly dur- 
\ ing this month and to come to a 
halt as the weather gets warm in the 

spring. 

Measies is the most contagious of all 
human diseases, comparing favorably, or 
unfavorably, with foot and mouth dis- 
ease in cattle. Like smallpox, there is 
practically no natural immunity to it 
Every one who has not had it is sus- 
ceptible to it and a few who have Hea 
it catch it a second timb. 

It is spread by those who have it. It 
is doubtful if there is any spreading by 
convalescents, carriers, contacts, books, 
or by milk. The virus is contained in 
the secretions of the nose and throat. 
Usually the person who has been ex- 
posed gets sick about seven days after 
| the exposure. The onset may be delayed 
| to the fourteenth day, but that is the

bread—Lord Devonport, food controller. 
Lord Devonport as head of the minis- 
try of food has the power by a stroke of 
the pen to place the entire country on 
prescribed rations. His name signed to 
an order makes that order tantamount 
to an act of parllament, makes it a law 
upon which the police act and the courts 
base their judgments. No legislative 
juggling i# necessary; no appeal from 
the order is possible.

The 
middleman cannot charge more than 
$54.74 per ton for them, and the retailer 
is not permitted to sell them at above 
$66.64 for the ton. This brings the po- 
tatoes to the consumer at 3 half-pence 
per pound, or 3 cents in American 
money. This is a remarkable reduction 
when it is recalled that before the es- 
tablishment of these prices potatoes 


were selling at 7 cents per pound.
